One of my greatest” intelectual 
privileges is my acquaintance with a 
Philosopher. ‘A great ‘believer in the 
Socratic method, my . Philosopher 
feels that a question is its own ex- 
cise for being, and follows one. with 
another with extreme. rapidity. for 
four years my Philosopher has been 
interrogating Nature, and he has 
not begun to exhaust the subject.

In one of our walks we stop ait 
the grocer’s. I have my list—baking 
powder, coffee, eggs and yeast—and 
the store is nothing to me but a 
prosaic collection of the necessities 
of life. I am uncheered by any sense 
of romantic adventure. 

Not so with my Philosopher. He 
js in the rosy dawn of expectation 
and enters an enchanted country. 
His eyes grow lange as he lookt 
about him. He sees visions of the 
Good, the True andthe Beautiful— 
the quest of all philosophy—in all 
their bewildering, concrete’ vartety. 
They are in barrels and »oxes and 
paper bundles. They rise toward the 
sky in shelves that reach at last 
the height of the gloriously unat- 
tainable. He walks through the 
valley of Arcady among the pickles 
and cheeses. 

For one thing, my Philosopher has 
a great physical advantage over me 
when it comes to seeing things. His 
eyes are only two feet ten inches 
from the ground, while mine are 
gome five feet ten. This differenc® 
in the horizon line makes the realm 
of mystery begin much nearer, There 
is no disenchanting bird’s-eye view 
of the counter with all things there- 
on. There are alluring glimpses of 
piled-up wealth. It is all so interes- 
ing that we feel the visit to the 
grocer’s has been a great success. 
Tt is only when we are halfway home 
that we remember the yeast cake. 

There is nothing unusual about 
my Philosopher. He is not 4 prodigy 
or a genius. He is what a normal 
human being is at the age of rour, 
when he is still in possession of his 
faculties. Having eyes he sees with 
them, and having ears he hears with 
_them. Having a little mind of his 
own, he uses it on whatever comes 
to hand, trying « its edie on every~ 
thing, just as he would try a jack- 
knife if I would let him.

QUALITY. ESSENTIAL IN 
REARING CHICKS 


‘For the purpose of placing before 
«the farmer and the poultryman in- 
formation relating to the raising of 
both egg-producing and - manket 
poultry stock of the highest quality, 
a circular has ‘been issued in & ries 
form. by the Dominion Department 
of Agriculture. It is éntitled ‘“Rear- 
ing Chicks” and has been compiled 
by F. C. Elford, Dominion Poultry 
Husbanmdman, and H. 8S. Gutteridge, 
Poultry Husbandman. The circular 
covers the life of the chick fron, «he 
incubator to the laying pea or fat- 
tening crate, and much of the in- 
formation is abbreviated from _ bul- 
letins and circulars already obtain- 
able free on application to the Pub- 
licity and Extension Branch of the 
Department at Ottawa. 

Moo much emphasis cannot we 
placed on quality in the preparation 
of Poultry products, states Mr. El- 
ford. Quality is becoming of greater 
importance as time goes on. ‘That 
fact applies to all markets, domes- 
tic and export, and particularly to 
the British market which is gradu- 
ally opening to Canada. Consequent- 
ly, the operator who is seriously at- 
tempting to obtain the most profit 
from his labour and investment will 
do well to keep the factor of quality 
in mind. The infonmation contained 
in “Rearing Chicks” is intended pri- 
marily for -the poultryman wht 
hatches or buys day-old chh-s in 


quamtities sufficiently large to make | 


use of artificial brooding and rear- 
ing equipment. Selection of the 
breeding stock or the source of diay- 
old chicks, is not discussed, but the 
absolute necessity of having only 
strong, vigorous chicks free from 
disease is emphasized. 


KBEP BACK UNFINISHED PIGS 


The Live Stock Market Report for 
August 27, issued by the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture, empha- 
sizes the fact that the market is 
receiving increasingly large num- 
bers of unfinished hogs ‘and sows. 
This condition, the report says, is 
disastrous to prices as well as to 
the keeping up of a regular annual 
of finished hogs for the 
and export trade.

Too deep planting is fre- 
quently the ‘cause of peonies not 
blooming. 

For the first winter, it is advisa- 
ble to mulch the beds so as to pre- 
vent the alternate freezing and 
thawing that is so harmful in some 
districts. 


A NEW WHEAT AREA 


| The Creston district on the south- 
easterly border of British Coiumbia 
has gone into wheat producing in a 
big way and this year wilh have a 
crop totalling 350,000 bushels. This 
development has ‘been of recent 
growth and must come as a surprise 
to Alberta people who have always 


looked upon the Creston district as 
one devoted exclusively to frun 
growing. 


Another surprising feature of the 
development of wheat growing in the 
Creston area is the high quality and 
high yield of the crop. There have 
been returns as high as 60 bushels 
}to the acre and the average of the 
,12,000 acres under wheat is around 
30 bushels. Almost all of this wheat 
is grading one northern this year. 
Two growers, Frank Putnam and 
Frank Staples, obtained the superla_ 
tive of all grades one hard for their 
wheat which was first generation 
Marquis. Wheat in the Creston area 
is grown generally on reclaimed 
land and modern methods and farm- 
ing practises are in use, combines 
being used for the most part in 


harvesting.

The modern — housekeeper has 
many advantages over the house- 
wife of a decade or more ago. At 
this time of the year, the return of 


cooler weather brings an increase in 
the consumption of meat and the 
extra concern of the housekeeper in 
the selection of the cuts or joints of 
meat. Beef is one of the best of 
meats. The careful housekeeper 
buys beef by grade. In ‘the first place 
she knows that beef is not graded 
unless it is first inspected, certified, 
and marked “Canada Approved” as 
a guarantee of freedom from dis- 
ease. It is then graded into two 
qualities ‘Choice’ and “Good.” <A 
red rippled line running along both 
sides of the carcass, thereby insur- 
ing the marking of every ‘cut, de- 
notes the “Choice” grade, while the 
“Good” grade is marked by a simi- 
lar line in blue. The quality is in be- 
fore the brand goes on. As to the 
cooking of beef, innumerable recipes 
are to be found in the bulletin, 
“Beef. How to Choose and Cook It,” 
which may be obtained free on ap- 
plication to the Publicity and Ex- 
tension Branch, Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Ottawa. 
Round Steak (Vienna Style) 

Remove fat, gristle, and bone from 
round or shoulder” steak, pass 
through meat chopper twice. There 
should be two cups. Add 14 cup soft 
bread crumbs, season with salt, pep~ 
per, paprika and parsley. Add two 
tablespoons finely chopped bacon. 
With the hands thoroughly mix, 
adding two eggs (one at a time) 
while mixing. Shape in oval cutlets, 
dredgb them with flour, dip in egg 
and crumbs, fry a golden brown in 
deep, hot fat. Serve around a mound 
of mashed potatoes and pour over 
Spanish sauce.

Swiss Steak 

Pound as much flour as possible 
into round or flank steak with edge 
of plate or, back of ‘cleaver; brown 
steak in small quantity of fat in 
hot skillet; add some canned toma~ 
toes chopped onion, pepper and salt, 
and sufficient hot water to cover. 
Cover dish and simmer until ten- 
q@er—about two hours. Add 
water if necessary during cooking, 
and if gravy is too thin thicken wit 
flour before serving. 

Braised Short Ribs 

To each pound of meat . allow 
about two cups of water and one 
teaspoonful salt. Simmer for about 
three hours in covered vessel, turn- 
ing meat ‘at end of first hour. If 
necessary, add more water during 
cooking to prevent meat burning 
At the end of the cooking, the most 
of the liquid should have been ab- 
sorbed.’ Remove ribs, season and 
brown in hot oven for about half 
an hour, Remove some of the fat 
from gravy, thicken, and serve with 
the ribs. 

Escalloped Corned Beef 

In one cup of medium white sauce 
cook one stalk of celery and two 
slices of onion, which have been 
chopped fine. Place in shallow, well- 
greased baking dish two cups of 
cubed corned beef. Pour sauce shall 
meat, and cover with bread crumbs 
dipped in melted butter. Brown in 
hot oven.

Congress has always been slow to 
provide money for new buildings. As 
a result almost - every department 
and independent bureau of the Gov- 
ernment was overcrowded, and many 
of them quartered in rented space 
or in structures which can hardly be 
dignified by the name of “shacks.” 

-Major Departments Crowded 

Practically all of the activities of 
the Navy Department, for example, 
are still conducted in one of the 
“temporary” buildings which were 
constructed hastily at the ¢ime of 
the World War. Bven with the Navy 
crowded out of the State, War and 
Navy Buildihg, next door to the 
White House, the War Department 
“overflows” into other rented build- 
ings. 

Perhaps the most crowded of all 
the Federal offices is that of the 
Federal (Trade Commission, which 
occupies another of the war-time 
“shacks” The ‘Trade ‘Commission’s 
activities have been expanding enor- 
mously in recent years, and now it 
has had wished on it the administra- 
tion of the Robinson-Patman Act, 
which promises to call for some 
hundreds of additional workers and 
acres of storage apace for files and 
records. 

W.P.A. funds are being used to 
complete the “apex” building of the 
“Federal Triangle,” which will house 
the Federal Trade Commission when 
it is completed. This will be nearest 
to the Capitol of the great group of 
white palaces which have already 
made of Washingtoh the most im- 
pressive national capital anywhere 
in the world; but the plan under 
which the present buildings between 
Pennsylvania Avenue and Constitu- 
tion Avenue have been built calls for 
still further construction southward 
of The Mall, toward the Potomac, 
where the Department of Agricul -

Planned For Beauty 

Bventually, it is expected, the en- 
tire triangle, a mile long and a mile 
across, lying between the Capitol at 
the apex and Fifteenth Street at the 
base bounded by Pennsylvania \Ave- 
nue on the North and Maryland 
Avenue on the South, will be occu- 
pied by Government buildings, while 
to the West, beyond Fifteenth Street 
the beautiful old Treasury Building, 
the White House and the State De- 
partment building will remain at 
the northern edge of the great park 
of which the Washington Monument 
marks the center, and in which tne 
Lincoln Memorial stands as one of 
the most beautiful and impressive 
structures ever built by human 
hands. 

The architectural scheme to which 
all of the Federal buildings, except 
the State Department, are keyed is 
a classic Greco-Roman style which 
was chosen by George Washing'ton 
and Thomas Jefferson, who was 3 
real architect, among his other ac- 


land in the worst slum section of 
the city, from Pennsylvania Avenue 
southward. Much of this land was 
bought then; more was acquired 
later when, in 1925, a commissioh 
appointed hy President Coolidge, 
developed the centralized plan under 
which the old slum district has been 
transformed. 


District of Cohumbia 

Now more money is needed trom 
Comgress for more buildings. It is 
cheaper for Uncle Sam to own his 
own buildings than to rent space, as 
he has to do now for the overflow. 
No matter how much real estate the 
Federal Government owns, its taxes 
don't go up, for under an agreement 
with the people of the District of 
Columbia entered into nearly sixty 
years ago, the Government pays half 
of all the taxes. In consideration for 
this, the people of theiDistrict voted 
in 1879, to abandon their democratic 
form of government, surrender their 
right to vote and let Uncle Sam run 
the District for them. 

Congress thus became the City 
Council of Washington; or, more ac- 
curately, the Legislature of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. “Washington” is 
just the name of a post-office in one 
of the communities in the Federa: 
District. It is not a chartered muni- 
cipality, and has no distinctive city 
officials. Everything of an adminis- 
trative nature is performed by ‘tthe 
Commissioners’ of the District of 
Columbia, appointed by the Presi- 
dent and confirmed by Congress. 

(Thus Congress can do whatever 
it pleases in the way of building or 
anything else anywhere inside ‘tthe 
District. It does not have to ask a 
Board of Aldermen for permission. 
And ‘the residents of the District of 
Columbia—well, if they want to 
vote and have retained their teal 
residences in their old home states 
where they used to live before they 
came here to work for Uncle Sam, 
they can get leave of absence to go 
home over election day~ at their 
own expense—or mail their ballots 
home where their state laws permit 
voting by mail. ; 

Most of them don't bother to vote 
nor worry about not having a say 
in local affairs. Uncle Sam does a 
pretty good job of making life plea- 
sant for them.

BUILDING HEALTH IN SQOHOOLS 

We have already said that the 
first duty of everybody who! has any 
authority in schools, from | wuperin- 
tendents down to janitors, dnd from 
trustees up to parents is to see, 
first, that children are not harmed 
in body ‘by the school routine, that is 
are not harmed much and also that 
they are not neglected. in their 
homes, but have a decent break. But 
that is merely negative. Health is 


not merely the avoidance of injury | 


and the absence of disease. Health 
is a glowing beautiful positive thing. 
There is a two hundred paye report 
to the British parliament on twenty- 
five yeats of building up of health 
in British schools. In the past quar- 
ter century, this report tells us, 
anaemia of girls has almost van- 
ished. Ringworm is steadily disap- 
pearing. Blindness is 
vented. A verminous child is not to 
be found in school. Malnourished 
children are only one per cent in- 
stead of ten to twenty per cent, in 
the ‘better and more prosperous” 
times. Heart disease, ricketts and 
tuberculosis have ‘been steadily re-' 
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duced and the condition of teeth |s ae 


improving., An increasing number of 
open-air school rooms are provided. 
The general physical condition of 
the children is ‘beyond all comparison 
with the past. By all these -mprove- 
ments children have been rendered 
much more fit for education; edutca- 
tion has ‘been more ‘closely adapted 
to individual needs; and 
health consciousness has been devel- 
oped among parents. 
But these things are just a vegin- 
ning. What I have mentioned — are 
still the negative phases of health, 
the vanishing of dirt and disease. It 
is a vision of Positive Health Sir 
George wants the Parliament and the 
people to get. He tells them again 
and again—-and I wish he could tell 
every teacher, every trustee, cvery 
good citizen of Canada—that the 
organized physical education of the 
body of every child nas a psycho- 
logical purpose, a recreational aim, 
a mental and moral intention, a 
broad and wholesome and general 
educational value. This is not a milf- 
tary drill on the Sparton plan, or 
the Mussolini plan, to train goose- 
stepping cannon’ fodder, but all- 
round physical education to make fit 
and fine and well-balanced people, 
for the world’s ‘work, the world’s 
play and the world‘s salvation. 
For instance, dances are 
valuable—important enough 
discussed page after page in a Par- 
liamentary report. Dancing trains in 
control, in balance of mind and body, 
in poise, in ease and lightness of 
movement. It trains eye and ear ana 
develops a feeling of rhythm and 
order. It arouses imagination and 


very 
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the creative powers. English schools, - 


simply cannot get on without danc- 
ing—and swimming. Hygiene is 
taught in habits rather than in set 
lectures. 

Games are of the utmost 
tance. Children who play well 
will work and cooperate well later. 
How many times have you heard 
that the Battle of Waterloo was won 
on ithe playing fields of Eton? Let 
ime tell you that many finer victor- 
ies than Waterloo, and many better 
products than g@meralship, have been 
won on the playing fields of Bton, 
of Moose Jaw, Antigonish, Smith’s 
Corners, Lachine or Dauphin. 

If it is true that playtime may be | 
as high in educational values as; 
work time, and that recess periods | 
may be as important as arithmetic 
lessons, why is it that play time 
rests so little on the conscience of 
the teacher, and is so incidental in 
the day's programme? A boy would 
not be allowed to take reading in 
class and pass up arithmetic; or to} 
take grammar and cut out geogra- | 
phy. We demand that there should 
be some kind of all-round-ness in 
his education. Then why should he 
be able to shirk all sports month 
after month, scarcely appear on the: 
playground at all, and no questions 
asked? If Greece was right, and if 
England is right a ‘boy might al-| 
most as well pass up reading as 
pass up games.

* Beware, Sweet Sounding Whistles 


At a recent convention of the Society of Friends, generally known as 
Quakers, it was announced that “not a single Quaker has been on relief 
rolls during the national depression.” 

These extraordinary folk are a survival of another era. They conceive 
it their duty to “exclude themselves from the frivolous pursuits of pleas- 
ure,” and never have asked help to keep up payments on the automo- 
bile. Benjamin Kranklin, who lived among them and was a close student 
of their habits, has left us many reasonable sayings, such as the follow- 
ing: 

“Beware of little expenses; a small leak will sink a great ship.” 

Buy what thou hast no need of, and ere long thou shalt sell necessi- 
ties... “Keep thy shop, and thy shop will keep thee.” “Diligence 
is the mother of good luck.” ... “A child and a fool imagine that twenty 
shillings and twenty years can never be spent.” : 

In a letter to Mme. Brillon, written while he was representing our 
country in France, Franklin told how as a small boy he received a pocket 
full of pennies as a birthday gift. On his way to the toy shop he met 
another boy who had a whistle that charmed him. In ‘a great hurry, 
young Benjamin offered all his pennies for a similar whistle, only to 
learn, on his return to the house, that he had paid much more than the 
whistle was worth. 

“IT conceive,” Franklin wrote, “that a great part of the miseries of man- 
kind are brought upon them by false’ estimates of the value of things, 
and by their giving too much for their whistles.” 

Quakers cling to the old-fashioned notion that hard work, living 
within your income, and a sturdy self-respect are highly valuable spiritual 
possessions—much too valuable to be traded for any sweet-sounding 


whistle.

* Whence Come Immortality 

A dinner was held the other night at which a bronze medal was presented. 
The dinner was a simple affair, in the grill room of a modest restaurant, 
down below the street level; it was inexpensive because the people who 


gave it were mostly artists; they constitute what 1s known as the Insti- 
tute of Graphic Arts. The medal was presented to J. Thomson Willing. 

“So what?” you probably say. “There are dinners every night, in 
every restaurant, and who cares?) Who is J. Thomson Willing?” 

He began life as an artist but, because he had talent for directing and 
encouraging the work of others, and a fine instinct for the proper 
arrangement and balance of art and type on the printed page, a news- 
paper annexed him as art editor. 

Subsequently Willing was lured to New York by a great lithographic 
house, afid later he moved on to a group of national magazines. It was 
during the days of his magazine activities that I came to know him. 

We had been together only a few days when I noticed something 
strange about his office. It seemed to he always full of people. I asked 


him about it, and he blushed a little, and said: “Every year a lot of 
young artists come to New York, and I feel that somebody ought to be 
a sort of Welcoming Committee. So I encourage them to come in. It 
takes a good deal of time, but every once in a while I am rewarded by 
making a real discovery.” 

Around the table on the night the medal was presented were some of 
the best known artists in America. They were there because J. Thomson 
Willing had helped them when they were young; in many cases he was 
the first to hold out a kindly hand and utter an encouraging word. 

He has no wealth; he has no fame beyond the limits of his own pro- 
fession. But his life will live in the lives he has helped, and in lives that 
they, in turn, will influence, This is immortality.
